The 71-year-old m ayor, king­ 
pin of C hicago’s D em ocratic 
organization, went unexpectedly 
to Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hos­ 
pital at midday Monday with 
his physician, Dr. Thomas J. 
Coogan

Aides said no announcement 
on D aley’s m edical condition 
would be made until 10 a.m .

“ want to have all

It was the first night Daley 
has 
spent

New Trial 
Ordered By 
High Court 


INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) - The 
Indiana Supreme Court Monday 
ordered a new trial for a de­ 
fendant convicted of participa­ 
tion in the holdup of an Indian­ 
apolis tavern because the trial 
judge failed to admonish the 
jury to disregard a contempt 
finding against a witness. 
The rev ersal cam e in the 
case of John W. Aubrey, who 
had been convicted of armed 
robbery in a jury trial held in 
Marion County Criminal Court 
4. Aubrey was convicted as one 
of two arm ed men. who held up 
the Bill Jones Corner Bar in 
Indianapolis in 1972, forcing the 
patrons to lie on the floor. The 
loot 
included 
wallets, 
purses 
and jewelry of the patrons as 
well as $325 from the cash reg­ 
ister. 
Justice Donald Hunter, who 
wrote the Supreme Court opin­ 
ion, said: “we are of the opin­ 
ion that the failure to admonish 
the jury when requested con­ 
stituted reversible error. While 
a defendant is not entitled to a 
perfect trial, he is entitled to a 
fair trial.” 
Judge John B. Wilson Jr. had 
been asked by Aubrey’s defense 
attorney to advise the jury that 
the finding of contempt for re­ 
fusal to testily against Charles 
Blake, Aubrey’s alleged accom­ 
plice, “ in no way affect the trial 
of this defendant.” However the 
judge said this “comes out in 
argument and linal instructions 
of the court.”

registration records. Each per­ 
son that registers, re-registers 
or tranfers Ms voter registra­ 
tion shall be requested, to give 
his social security number . . . 
any individual that refuses to 
give his social security number 
upon request shall be register­ 
ed, re-registered, or transferred, 
and shall, be entitled to vote if 
otherwise qualified.”

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Don’t pity the apartment dwel­ 
ler who seemingly has no gar­ 
dening area. 
For with a little ingenuity- 
and a balcony, patio, or window 
with a southern exposure—even 
the confined urbanite can enjoy 
g r o w i. n. g tasty, 
nutritious 
vegetables. Or, he or she can 
add a little of nature’s beauty 
to brighten the surroundings. 
‘ ‘ S e v e r a l vegetables will 
adapt to growing in containers,” 
reminds John A. Wott, Purdue 
Un i v e r s i t y extension home 
environment 
horticulturist. 
“These containers may range 
from 
bushel 
baskets 
and 
buckets to wash tubs and small 
plastic pots and planter boxes.” 
Prime ingredients, he adds, 
are quality garden seed and a 
weed-and-bug 
free 
growing 
medium. 
Although 
noxious 
fumes and airborne dirt of the 
urban environment challenge 
plants, they’ll survive if given 
normal care. 
“ Most urban soils are vir­ 
tually barren of ths minerals 
so you should use a com­ 
mercially 
prepared 
planting 
medium,” 
the 
horticulturist 
recommends. 
Balcony planters or window 
boxes 
can 
accommodate 
a 
multitude of vegetables, in- 
e l u d i n g lettuce, tomatoes, 
radishes, beans, beets, carrots, 
strawberries, onions, parsley, 
marjoram, thyme and summer 
savory. 
Within these types are certain 


varieties particularly adapted to 
growing in small space. Sprite 
green bean is a vigorous bush 
string bean which matures in. 
52 days with high yields. Bush 
Blue Lake green bean produces 
a slightly larger bean. 
Beets, carrots and radishes 
may be interplanted with let­ 
tuce or endive as root crops 
generally do not compete with 
leaf 
crops 
for the

nutrients. Do not, however, 
plant competing root crops or 
competing leaf crops together. 
Spring red beet is a slow bolting 
(does not go to seed rapidly) 
variety maturing in 48 days.

BIG BLUE RESERVOIR 
The revival of Big Blue Reservoir project in 
Hancock County, and in three other effected 
counties, has created a stir of interest—rang­ 
ing from strong promotion of the project, 
some doubt by some groups and agencies, 
and a trickling of unorganized opposition. 
The Reporter has followed the situation 
with interest, publishing a series of articles 
earlier this year on general information 
about the project, and more recently, articles 
on action by the reservoir commitee. and 
city, county and out-county agencies. 
At this time, The Reporter is not prepared 
to make an editorial decision on the matter, 
chiefly because all “precincts” have not 
reported in. 
Here are the current facts as we see them: 
1. The Blue River Reservoir committee of 
the Greenfield Chamber of Commerce has 
been very active in the revival of the 
reservoir project—through the series of 
articles, meeting with representatives of 
seven other communities, joining hands with 
the Wabash Valley Association and planning 
a trip to Washington to try to get planning 
funds. 
2. Some newspapers, city and county 
government agencies and others have 
publicly, or editorially, supported the project 
as a flood-control and recreation promotion 
project, and a possibility to attract industry. 
3. Opposition to the project has been 
minimal, and unorganized, but some farmers 
and land-owners have objected to the project 
from the standpoint of being relocated, 
relocation costs, possible loss of tax base and 
other reasons. 
What appears to be missing to date is: 
1. Updating of the cost-benefit analysis 
made some years ago by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. 
2. Number of people to be uprooted, 
relocation cost in inflated times and amount 
of dollars of tax base eliminated. 
3. Potential new tax base and estimates of 
revenue from recreational or commercial 
additions to the area, once developed as a 
reservoir. 
4. An account of those opposed to the 
reservoir, their reasons for opposition, their 
fears or questions about relocation, remun­ 
eration for confiscated land and the value of 
the total project, itself. 
In view of this, The Reporter believes that 
it is obligated to present to the public an 
accounting of all the reasons some persons 
and groups favor the project, and a similar 
accounting of the reasons others oppose it. 
The result, hopefully, would be an 
enlightened public which can decide if the 
project would be overall beneficial to the 
4-county area, or if it would not. 
There are many strong reasons in favor to 
the project, including flood-control, water­ 
shed protectio, recreational facilities in an 
area which has very little of same, water 
supply, and potential commercial and 
industrial development which often hinges on 
water availability. 
Among the principal arguments against 
such a project are discolation of residents, 
loss of farm land, loss of dollars in relocation 
in flationary times, hardships on landowners, 
preventing of devlopment of land purchased 
in the area for that purpose, and disagree­ 
ment on the revenue-producing ability of the 
reservoir. 
The Reporter plans to delve into the 
situation further by asking the Blue River 
committee and a representative(s) opposing 
the project to furnish information which can 
be run side-by side, giving all the facts 
possible in favor and in opposition. 
Once that is done, we feel the public can 
best judge the value of the project to our 
community’s future. 
Anyone with views for or against the 
project is invited to submit letters to the 
editor.

ance Co. paid for a professional 
painter to finish painting the 
house in addition to his other 
loses from the accident 
Under 
Massachusetts’ 
no 
fault 
law, 
a 
38-year 
old 
Dorchester man collected $2,000 
of a $2,301 medical and hospital 
bill when he was injured by a 
hit-run 
driver 
even 
though 
neither he nor any member of 
his family had auto insurance. 
The payment came from the 
a signed claims fund set up by 
the lawr. This case was reported 
by the Travelers Co. 
Under the 
older insurance 
system, neither of these per­ 
sons would have been able to 
collect significant sums. 
'Some Opposition 
Opposition, to no-fault both by 
lawyers and 
some insurance 
companies has d i m i n i s h ed 
greatly because, as actually 
passed, the restrictions on the 
right of accident victims to sue 
for injuries and damages are 
less 
severe 
than 
originally 
proposed. However, it is still 
contended by some that these 
restrictions are too strong. And 
some critics say no-fault laws 
let 
dr uniten 
and careless 
drivers off 'too easily. 
Aetna of Hartford and Liber­ 
ty Mutual of Boston report a 
number of other claims paid off 
•wiftly under no-fault in which 
payment 
would 
have 
been 
improbable or long delayed 
under the old system. These 
cases are from Massachusetts 
and Florida, the state with the 
longest no fault expe rience. 
Aetna said the biggest no-fa uli 
advantage is the wage replace­ 
ment benefit. 
One Aetna policyholder who 
was laid up six months by an 
accident would have lost her 
home except for this. Her 
employer did not continue her 
wages and she had no disability 
Income .in.suran.ee—but she col­ 
lected under the no-fault law. 
Aetna also recounted how? a 
Boston fireman who had used 
up his year's sick leave then 
was hurt in an auto accident. 
No-fault payments became the 
sole support for his wife and 
eight children. 
Cover Household Help 
A Boston lady collected $2.000 
for lost income when, she broke 
her ankle stepping out of her 
car. Aetna paid a Florida 
housewife $1,004.90 to cover a 
little over 
two 
months of 
household 
help 
while 
she 
recovered from accident in­ 
juries. 
In a case like that of the 
Massachusetts hit-run victim, 
the no-fault assigned claims 
fund in Florida paid a migrant 
farm worker with eight chi I 
dren $5,000' when 
he was 
Injured in a highway accident. 
Aetna «aid he couldn't have 
collected a penny for loss of 
inoome under the old system. 
Aetna said that just as 
important is the fact that no 
fault payments are swift. In the 


old tort system for collecting 
major insurance claims, pay­ 
ment sometimes came too late 
—or never Backlogs of court 
claims delayed trial for a 
minimum of two years in the 
big cities. ‘Such delays forced 
many claimants into debt and 
others tragically had to post­ 
pone rehabilitation treatments 
that should have started at 
once to be successful,” an 
Aetna spokesman said. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
chance conversation on a New 
Jersey golf course three years 
ago sparked a revolution in the 
packing of bottles and other 
glass containers that is saving 
industry millions of dollars. 
Arthur Carroll, a Weyerha 
eu.ser packaging, expert, was 
playing golf with a beverage 
firm executive who suddenly 
remarked, “I wish 1 knew how 
to get rid of partitions in bottle 
case cartons. They slow down 
packaging and foul up machi­ 
nery no end.” 
Out of that remark Carroll 
evolved 
Weyerhauser's 
"Up- 
Tight Pak”, in which glass 
containers are packed tightly, 
glass against glass. Unknown to 
Carroll at the time, the same 
idea already was being used in 
Australia and Europe. 
Blue Chip Users 
Now, 
three 
years 
later, 
machines to strap glass con 
tainers tightly together in cases 
or even in multitiered lots of up 
to 5,000 bottles are being made 
by a half a dozen packaging 
machinery firms. They include 
Signode. Huntington Industries, 
Emhart Corp.’s S t a n d a r d 
Knapp 
division. 
and 
R.A. 
Pearson Co. of Spokane. 
Such blue chip bottle users as 
Coca-Cola, Canada Dry, Bor­ 
den, Cott, Gerber, Beech-Nut, 
Fay go and several brewing 
companies are using the new 
method. 
The 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission now has approved 
the glass-to-glass packaging for 
common carrier transport. Car­ 
roll said this will give it a big 
boost and is causing some 
firms to have their bottles and 
jars redesigned to make more 
effective use of up tight pack­ 
aging. It reduces the space 
occupied by a given quantity of 
botles or jars by 25 per cent, 
and sometimes 50 per cent. 
Space Saving 
That means a lot of space 
saving in trucks, trains and 
warehouses. But that’s just part 
of the savings picture. It speeds 
packing of beer or soft drink 
bottles to 000 a minute from 200 
a 
minute. 
It cuts 
glass 
breakage dramatically. Saving 
of up to 60 per cent are 
reported by some users. Noise 
level is reduced, 
"The 
method also 
makes 
glass containers much more 
competitive to metal cans,”

Carroll said "because glass, 
having 
a high compressive 
strength, can stand the pres­ 
sure exerted by the nylon 
straps up to 3,000' pounds.” 
Up-tight 
glass-a, gainst-, glass 
packaging reduces the use of 
paperboard by as much as 52 
per cent so why was Weyerha­ 
euser, 
which 
makes 
paper­ 
board, interested in developing 
it? 
Shortage of Paperboard 
‘For two reasons," Carroll 
said. “There’s a big shortage of 
paperboard and many manufa-e- 
t ure r s w a n t w a ys to us e les s of 
it. 
Also, 
with 
conventional 
packaging it pays larger users 
or makers of bottle to make 
their 
own 
carton 
material 
instead of buying it from firms 
like Weyerhaeuser. With the up­ 
tight method it will pay them to 
buy paperboard from us." 
The trade magazine Food 
Engineering reported recently 
that elimination of cartons with 
partitions for glass containers 
means glass packaging lines 
now can be totally mechanized. 
Installation 
of 
the 
new 
method is not cheap. For a two- 
line system it may run to 
$450,000. Smaller systems may 
cost only a little over $100,000 
but a number of firms have 
reported to beverage and food 
trade papers that the equip­ 
ment pays for itself in a year 
or less.

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Bird Notes From Boyd Gill

INDIANAPOLIS 
( U P I ) —

birdwatcher's 
diary: 


This has been a fine winter 
for viewing the unusual, at least 
for us more or less amateur 
nature-lovers, at our 38-hund­ 
redths of 
an 
acre backyard 
‘•sanctuary” on the outskirts of 
Franklin. 
First, there was the brown 
thrasher which showed up at 
our kitchen window-sill feeding 
station on Christmas Day. Our 
bird books show these thrashers 
may 
winter 
in 
small 
num­ 
bers this far north, but we never 
before had seen one except in 
summer. During that season, 
they observe dietary habits si­ 
milar to their thrush family 
cousins, the robins. 
But here was a thrasher in­ 
vading our feeder and taking 
pot luck with the more common 
bird varieties, pecking at sun­ 
flower and mixed seeds with his 
long curved bill. 
He must have liked what he 
got, for he came back irregu­ 
larly ever since and was seen 
feeding as late as Sunday when 
the spring snow obscured any 
available ground fare. 
Kinglet Plays Hummer 
Even more unusual was the 
antics of a ruby-crowned King­ 
let, one of the tiniest varieties 
in the North American b i r d 
kingdom, little larger than hum­ 
mingbirds. 
Kinglets are not rare in wint­ 
er in Indiana, but we are told 
they seldom frequent feeding sta 
tions. Ours came early in Janu­ 
ary, attracted by a net bag of 
“ bird candy” suspended from a 
lilac bush twig three feet from 
our kitchen window. 
“ Bird candy” is a mixture of 
suet, peanut butter and seeds, 
cooked together and cooled and 
cut into slabs like fudge. 
Our kinglet friend surprised 
us by fluttering his wings and 
hoveling like a hummingbird at 


the side of the net bag, frequent­ 
ly poking his bill into the suet. 
Daily observation showed he fa­ 
vored the peanut butter, which 
collected at the bottom of the 
cooling pan. 
Plenty of Finches 
A little later, he learned to 
cling to the net bag and dine 
in a more comfortable position 
at a more leasirely pace. But 
he still often played humming­ 
bird, much to our delight, and 
still was a regular visitor morn­ 
ing, afternoon and evening far 
into the month of March. In 
fact, we're afraid we’re going 
to have to feed him all summer. 
In the past year, we were 
able to lure a purple finch to 
the feeder only occasionally — 
maybe only once or twice all 
winter. This year was quite dif­ 
ferent. 
Finches 
came almost 
daily, many females and per­ 
haps some juv enile males which 
resemble the females, and a few 
males The males are a beauti­ 
ful raspberry color. The females 
are brown >’reaked much like 
plain old ordinary house spar­ 
rows. 


No evening grosbeaks w e r e 
sighted this season, but then we 
never have had more than one 
at a time In the 1972-73 wint­ 
er, it was a pretty female with 
her pale green beak. We always 
wanted to see a flock of them 
in our yard, like many other 
people in Indiana report view­ 
ing from time to time.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — De­ 
spite continued turmoil in the 
area, students of Middle East­ 
ern antiquity have managed, to 
salvage another set of ancient 
Dead Sea scrolls.

Later translations, now availa­ 
ble show that the chosen leader 
was sorely beset by two zealous 
scribes, each interpreting the 
law according to his own lights. 
One scribe, Jawar of Skee, 
insisted the two tablets that 
Mows, or Moris, brought down 
from the mountain were too 
fragmentary to provide a clear 
understanding of God’s will. 
He demanded that the chosen 
leader return to the peak and 
bring forth 64 additional com­ 
munications.

And Mozus, or Mozis, was 
exceedingly wroth..,, 
He likened the two s cribos to 
fishers who cast their nets upon 
the waters knowing not whit 
might lie beneath the waves. 
Whereupon the chosen leador 
went forth among the multi­ 
tudes 
and spake 
unto' 
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saying that the communications 
already in the hands of the 
elders contained ail that they 
needed to know. 
This is as far as the scrolls 
have been translated, so it is 
not yet clear whether the Lord 
wpas on his side. 
But it looks as if Mozus, or 
Mozis, is going to need all the 
help he can get.

es», making reservations now 
sr families to come this sum­ 
mer,” 
she 
said. 
"We’re 
not 
uite into the season yet, but 
,e should have a better idea 
oon when the first, of the big 
pfing festivals start.” 
"We’ll be calling some of the 
estival chairman as soon as 
heir events are over and at- 
ending some of them to get a 
eel for the crowds and where 
eople are coming from” she 
aid. 


“ Feel For Crowds” 
Although 
most people don’t 
hink of tourism as a winter 
ctivity in Indiana, Miss Jester 
aid hotels and motels through- 
iut the state normally do a fair 
olume of business from sal.es- 
ien and other off-season travel- 
rs.

both this weekend, before try­ 
ing to make predictions for tour­ 
ist levels this year. 
Completion of the Brookvllle 
Lake and expansion of the Con­ 
ner Prairie frontier community 
at Noblesville should help im­ 
prove the situation, regardless 
of the effects of the gasoline 
shortage, Miss Jester said. 
Conner Prairie is beginning 
an expansion program and I 
think it will have a Great Lakes 
regional drawn” she said. "I 
expect Brookville Lake to draw 
people from Cincinnati, Colum­ 
bus, Hamilton and Dayton, Ohio, 
in. fiari because its new and 
people will want to see what its 
like.”

Tough To Solve 
The GOP dilemma is easy to

from 
Watergate 
and President Nixon that their 
Democratic opponents had to

Webb School To Close This Year 


56-Year History Recalled

The present Webb School had its beginnings in a petition by patrons 
and taxpayers of southern Rushville Township, who had become 
dissatisfied with the conditions of four district schools in the area. 
The four buildings in. question were in very bad condition and since 
the township was well off financially, it was thought that newr 
buildings or a new consolidated building could be erected without new 
taxes. 
The four schools involved were District 1 known as the “ Hard 
Scrabble School,” District 9, the “Summers School,” District 10 the 
old “Webb School” (located at the site of the present building) and 
District 11, “The Compromise School.” 
The peititon by the taxpayers and the help of the school, officials 
brought, the State Board of Health into the picture and on. February 22, 
1917, the four schools were condemned by that board. 
On February 23rd.. the order condemning the schools was read to 
trustee J. V. Young by Dr. W C. Smith. County Health Commissioner. 
It had already been decided that the four schools should be con­ 
solidated and a new six room building would be erected. It was to be 
substantial, modern and sanitary but nothing elaborate. 
Trustee Young had anticipated the action of the Board of Health and 
already had an architect, working on. plans for a modern six room 
building. 
Since these four schools were located in the southwest part of the 
township, the new school was to be located on the site of the old Webb 
School, known as district No. 10. 
The new building was to be fire proof and completed by September 
1, 1917, in tim e for the opening of school. On March 10 the first steps 
were 'taken to consolidate the grade schools, and also to include a high 
school. Up to this time Rushville Township had not had a high school. 
Will McGuire,the architect, estima ted the new building would cost 30 
to 35 thousand dollars and that it would be one of the finest in the 
county. 
The State Board of Health had recommended a minimum of three 
acres of ground for the new school. A peitition was filed in circuit 
court to have land appraised for school purposes. Suits were directed 
against Thomas Sullivan and Alva Webb. The site of the old Webb 
School was to be used, plus 1.128 acres from, both Sullivan and Webb, 
which w'as required to make the three acres necessary for the new 
school. Condemnation proceedings were necessary under the law and 
appraisers were appointed by the court to fix the value of the land. 
Contract for the new building was awarded May 5, 1917 to the 
Indiana Construction Company of Indianapolis, at a total cost of 
143,900, which included the plumbing and wiring. 
The building was to be concrete and brick with, stone finish and. 
contain eight rooms and a basem ent. The basement was to contain the 
gymnasium, auditorium, domestic science room, pupils’ toilets and 
the boiler room. The building was Tudor Collegiate Gothic style being 
two story, 83 feet long, 53 feet wide and completely fire proof. Instead 
of eight classrooms, the plans were changed to make one large 
assembly room, six classrooms, and office, a library, a teachers’ rest 
room and cloak rooms. 
The township trustee at the time of construction was J. V. Young 
and the Advisory Board was F. C Buell, Charles Hugo, and W. A. 
Posey, The date for completion was extended to October 1st.,then 
later to November 1, 1917. 
Information for this history of Webb School was obtained from “The 
Republican” newspapers on file in the recorder’s office at the Court­ 
house. Due to our entrance into World War One at this time, there 
seemed, to be little space for school, news It has not been, possible to 
find the exact date when the school was first occupied. 
Mr. John Geraghty of Rushville was employed as the first principal 
over grade one through twelve. He was succeeded by W. V. Klipsch of

It has been a. wonderful and 
rewarding experience being prin­ 
cipal at Webb for more than half 
the time the school has been 
there.

Letts. Indiana, in 1923. Mr. Klipsch was followed by Frank Owens of 
Danville. Indiana, in 1925-26, Claire Sellars, of Mooresville became 
principal in September of 1926. Mr. Sellars remained principal until 
the high school was discontinued in 1928. 


The records are incomplete but some of the teachers of the school in 
its first years were, Jean (Sparks) Sellars, Edgar Moulton, Mae 
Laughlin, Georgia Hunt, Hazel M erritt, Helen (Pierson) Hogsett, 
Edith Alexander, Howard Hungerford, and Grace Alexander. 
On September 7, 1928, trustee Cowing and the Advisory Board 
decided to move the thirty-seven high school students of Webb to the 
Rushville City Schools. The principal, Mr. Sellars, and two teachers, 
Jean (Sparks) Sellars and Howard Hungerford, were also transferred 
to the Rushville Schools. 
The prinicpalship at Webb was offered to Eugene Moulton, but it 
appears that he refused it and Bernard Hurst, a teacher, from Manilla, 
was employed. Mr. Hurst remained the principal of Webb School until 
1942. He was followed by Lemme Duncan, 1942-1944, who was suc­ 
ceeded by Fred Corbin, 1944-1945. 
The present principal, Marshall Axsom, came to Webb in Sep­ 
tember, 1945, from Lawrence County Schools. 
In 1959 increased enrollment, and. lack of space forced, school of­ 
ficials to transfer grades 7 and 8 to the Riuhvttlle City schools and 
since that time Webb has contained the first six elementary grades. 
Due to the county consolidation and the building of the new 
elementary school near Rushville, the Webb School will be discon­ 
tinued at the close of the 1974 school year. 
The school has had a unique and colorful history. No school ever 
had more cooperative parents and loyal students. The Webb Mothers’ 
Club deserves, much credit, for the success that the school has had. 
through the years. Many fine trustees also added to its success. Some 
of those trustees were Harry Patton, William Winship, Dale Fisher, 
Donald Alexander, and James Waits. 
In its fifty-seven years, the school had eight principals. Mr. Axsom, 
the present principal, has served the school faithfully for twenty-nine 
years, which is more than half of its existence. He, like Webb School, 
will be missed by future parents and pupils as he is retiring, this year. 
It would be impossible to nam e all the faithful, and dedicated 
teachers who have influenced the lives of so many students who have 
attended Webb. Those who have had the longest tenure have taught 
there during the latter part of the school’s history. Mrs. Inez Fields 
taught grade one in the same room from 1942 until her retirem ent in 
1971, a total of twenty-nine years. Other teachers with many years of 
service include Mrs. Morieda Fordice twenty-six years, Mrs. Ruth 
Phares twenty-three years, and Mrs. Helen Seright twenty years. 
These three teachers, including Mr. Axsom. and Mrs.. Fields, make a 
total one hundred twenty-seven years of service in this community. 
Many girls and boys have passed through the doors of Webb School. 
It has had its influence upon an untold number of lives. School of­ 
ficials. teachers, patrons, cooks, bus drivers, and custodians have all 
played a vital part in the colorful history of a great school. 
There is always something pathetic about an abandoned building 
whether it be an old house on west. First Street in Rushville, an old 
farm house on Road 52 west, “The Little Red School House," or 
buildings like Jackson or Richland Township and now Webb. They 
seem to be wretched monuments to a culture of the past. Years ago 
Whittier wrote a fitting epitaph for such monuments in the poem 
“School Days” - “Still sits the schoolhouse by the road, a ragged 
beggar sunning; around it still the sumachs grow, and blackberry 
vines are running." 
Change is constant and inevitable. However, it is hoped that 
students and parents will be as happy and successful in the new school 
as they have been in the small illustrous one, located in the southwest 
part of Rushville Township; “WEBB SCHOOL"

Religion In America

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
American religious community 
is rapidly organizing itself to 
make sure it won’t be left out 
of the nation’s bicentennial 
celebration. 
Already some major denomi­ 
nations have put together task 
forces and commissions with 
the goal of finding ways in 
which the religious heritage 
that has been part of American 
history for 200 years can best 
be expressed during America’s 
“birthday party.” 
In addition, several ecumeni­ 
cal and interfaith groups have 
been formed with the aim of 
emphasizing the special role 
that religion and religious 
values have played in shaping 
the nation’s life. 
One of the most prominent of 
these is FORWARD ’76, a 
project of the Interchurch 
Center in New York. 
• 
Prominent Sponsors 
FORWARD, an acronym for 
“Freedom of Religion Will 
.Advance Real Democracy,” has 
more 
than. 
100 
prominent 
.religious, education and busi­ 
ness leaders among its spon­ 
sors. 
Among the sponsors 
are 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernadin 
of Cincinnati; Rabbi Irwin M. 
Blank, president of the Syna­ 
gogue Council of America; Rev. 
W. Sterling Cary, president of 
the National Council of Chur­ 
ches; Mrs. Martin Luther King 
Jr., widow of the slain civil 
rights leader; 
anthropologist 
Margaret Mead, Mrs. Norman 
Vincent Peale, and W. Clement 
Stone,, president of Religious 
Heritage of America. 
Dr. R. H. Edwin Espy, 
recently retired general secre­ 
tary of the National Council of 
Churches and chairman of the 
FORWARD project, said the 
project would aim at recover­

of America and attempt to 
restate them in convincing 
ways. 
In announcing the project, 
Espy said: “Religious beliefs in 
the dignity of man and his God- 
given rights of self-determina­ 
tion and freedom were basic to 
the thinking of those who 
forged

in 
America. 
“In 
our 
agreement 
and 
conviction that ‘Congress shall 
make no law’ respecting an 
establishment of religion’ we 
tend to' forget that ‘the free 
exercise thereof produced a 
remarkable dedication to funda­ 
mental moral principles in the 
establishment of this country.” 
One Major Consultation 
Another program has the 
potential for being one of the 
most exciting and far reaching 
developments of church reflec­ 
tion on the bicentental: the 
National Committee for Reli­ 
gious Communities, the Arts 
and the American Revolution 
(RCAAR). 
Put together by local, region­ 
al and national members of the 
United Church of Christ and the 
United Presbyterian Church, 
RCAAR has held one major 
consultation bringing together 
religionists and artists explor­ 
ing the fragile relationship 
between art and faith. 
An edited version of the 
consultation has been published 
in the most recent issue of the 
CC 
magazine, Journal 
of 
Current Social Issues, 
and 
suggests 
that artists 
and 
religionists alike see in the 
future a flowering of the faith 
and art relationhip that to the 
recent past has been tense if 
not downright antagonistic. 
Waiter Anderson, director of 
music programs for the Nation­ 
al Endowment for the Arts, told 


the consultation that the past 
two decades had made clear 
that “our pluralistic society 
strains for expression” and that 
to this “lies the greatest 
opportunity for both the reli­ 
gious comm.uniti.es and the 
arts.”

hoped 
the 
religious 
community 
would 
“issue an invitation’ to artists 
that would create programs 
“without prior judgment on and, 
restriction 
of

creative instincts” and with 
free and continual discussion of 
both the artist’s problems and 
the problems of the church.

Anderson 
stressed 
that the church must come up 
with the means to get programs 
started. 
“The religious comm, unities 
should take the first step 
because they have the means— 
the facilities 
and financial 
resources—by which the enter­ 
prise could be generated,” he 
said.What

the RCAR 
contribution 
to 
bicentennial 
observances potentially so ex­ 
citing is that the organization is 
not just looking back into 
history and celebrating the 
past, but looking forward to 
what it has called “the second 
A m e r i. c a n Revolution” and 
seeking' the visible expression 
of the vision to make it 
succeed.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Sew and save. It’s almost an 
accepted truth. .Alter ail, by 
sewing your own garments, you 
can save the cost of labor, 
machinery, 
marketing, 
and 
overhead that the manufacturer 
has to pay. 
But beware, 
says Billie 
'Chambers, Extensión dothing 
and textiles specialist at Purdue 
U n i v e r s i ty. Home sewing 
doesn’t always mean saved 
dollars. 
“The amount you save —or 
don’t save — depends on the 
type of garment you’re making, 
the fabric, the garment design, 
and <the time you have to sew,” 
Mrs. Chambers points out. 
If you’re using a complicated 
pattern and quality fabric, yoj 
are likely to save a sizeable 
amount by sewing, she con­ 
tinues. Such garments usually 
carry high pri.ee tags to cover 
'the manufacturer’s increased 
costs. 
But if it’s a simple, inex­ 
pensive garment you’re after, 
sewing your own may not be 
the most economical move. 
Simple designs lend themselves 
to 
mass 
production, 
Mrs.. 
C h a m b e r s 
explains. 
So 
manufacturers don’t have to 
charge as much for such gar­ 
ments as for more detailed 
designs. 
In fact, some manufacturers 
may turn out simple garments 
almost at inexpensively as you 
can. One reason, for this is that 
manufacturers have the ad­ 
vantage of wholesale prices on 
fabric, interfacing, and notions. 
“This is one reason you’ll 
save more by making a quality 
outfit than an inexpensive 
garment,” Mrs. Chambers says. 
For example, you can make a 
quality polyester pant suit with 
blouse for less than $40. A 
similar pant suit might retail 
for $145. 
But if you can actually get 
by with a $14 pair of slacks, 
you’ll save much less by 
making your own,. 
"Time is another important 
factor,” Mrs. Chambers says. 
“You might estimate your labor 
costs by multiplying the hours 
you spend by the minimum 
hourly wage.” 
Of course, not all seam­ 
stresses place the same amount 


of value on their time. If you 
don’t work outside the home 
and have plenty of time, you 
may not have to be concerned 
about the time 
you spend 
sewing. But if you 
are ex­ 
tremely busy, sewing time may 
be an important consideration. 
Also consider the equipment 
available to you, the specialist 
says. If you already have 
sewing equipment, you will 
want to use if often. The more 
frequently you use it, the less 
the equipment costs per gar­ 
ment. 
You will probably save more 
money by sewing .if you avoid 
some costly sewing habits, Mrs. 
Chambers says. For example, 
don’t make more than you 


actually need. Making an entire 
pant suit when you only need 
a pair of slacks is an expensive 
way to sew. 
"Also avoid fabric collecting,” 
the specialist warns. "Storing 
fabric away for later use can 
be expensive—even if it is on 
sale. By the time you get 
around to using it, the fabric 
may be out of style or un- 
unsuitable for the c u r r e n t 
fashions..”
